None of prior art shows a solid state silicon-based condenser microphone comprising a 
silicon transducer chip, an integrated electronic circuit chip, an intermediate layer, wherein said 
silicon transducer chip includes a backplate and a diaphragm, and said intermediate layer is 
placed between both chips, in combination with all limitations as claimed in claim 1. Applicant's 
solid state silicon-based condenser microphone which includes a particular combination and 
arrangement of elements, is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art.
